THE CATECHIST’S TOMB. 

The Trinunx has on several occasions 
drawn attention to the neglected condition 
of the tomb of that godly man, Mr, John 
Hill, at one time Catechist to the Mohawks 
of the Bay of Quinte. For many years he 
laboured among his people with rare de- 
yotion, instructing them by word and ex- 
ample. His son John succeeded him as 
catechist and finished before his death a 
revised edition of the Mohawk Prayer Book. 
Another son Isaac John Hill also laboured 
for over a ree as a catechist. In addition 
to their labours as catechists, the Mchawk 
nation are also indebted to these mon for 
considerable grants of land which they 


| deeded to the Mohawk nation, These facts 


are probably unknown to the present 
generation of Mohawks, Now that they 
are known nothing more need be said to 
emphasize the necessity of taking prompt 
action towards placing the tomb in a more 
creditable condition. We append a few 
notes taken from the Church Register, the 
entries being made by Mr, Givins at one 
time Missionary to the Mohawks.— 
Elleanor Hill, wife of John Hill, Sv., of 
the Mchawks, aged 48 years, died on 
goventh of May, [840, and .was. busied on 
tenth following by me, 
Sattesn GIvixs, 
John Hill, Cutechist to the Mohawks .o° 
the Bay of Quinte, aged 60 years, died on 
17th June, 1848, and was buried on the 19th 
of the same month by me, : 
SALTERN GIVINS. 
Buried John Hill, aged 32 years, who died 
in the month of February, 1547. 
Nore:—Mr. Jobn Hill was the son and 
successor of John Hill, who died in 1840, 
and who had served as Catechist to the 
Mohawks for the long period of 30 years. 
The deceased, his eldest son, was a young 
man of a pious and Bxepipinty) churacter, 
He had made respectable advances in know- 
ledge and from his diligent and virtuous 
course of life promised to be a marked 
character among his people. He was highly 
esteemed by a very extensive acquaintance 
among all classes, He finished s' Waly be- 
fore his deuth arevisod and complete edition 
of the Mohawk Prayer Book published at 
the expense of the New England Co., at 
Hamilton, and it was thought on his return 
from that city in the spring of the year he 
contracted from exposure a cold which 
brought on consumption of which in- 
deed it would seem there was a hereditary 
taintinhisfamily. It terminated fatally on 
the 13th February, 1847, His loss was 
severely felt by the tribe and neighborhood. 
He leff ono brother Isaac the last of the 
family.

quickly the animals will get to them when 
there is a cold rain or ‘hail storm, or in the 
heat of the day,—American Agriculturist 
for July.

shed—an unequal struggle between Prussia 
and Napoleon, flight, Neteats despair, an 
empty treasury and a crushing debt imposed 
by the victor, He had old fashioned, ob 
solete ideas about the divine right of kings, 
was convinced that his crown was the gift 
of the re a and that he was responpi- 
ble to the Almighty rather than to the peo- 
ple for his use of authority. 
to excite the unbounded enthusiasm of t 
Germans, not wise enough to see that the 
drift of modern times isin the direction of 
the masses, he was never in clote touch with 
them, chafed against and resisted their de. 
mands as unwarranted encroachments, 
Frederick, his son on the other hand, seem- 
ed made in a different mould.

The 
court had been petitioned for a writ cf 
mandamus rcquiring the police board of 
the city of Columbus to enforce the law 
of the state forbidding, ‘ the keeping open 
of saloons for business, and the sale of in- 
toxicating liquors on Sunday.” The po- 
‘ice board, as defendants, had given two 
reasons for their failure to enforce the 
law ; that “‘the execution of the law was 
not practicable,” and that ‘there was a 
diversity of sentiment touching the wisdom 


neighbors, While attending to some paro- 
chial work the young curate met Miss Marie 
Molineaux, who was then only eighteen yeors 
of age and was engaged in asomewhat similar 
charitable errand at the very cottage he was 
visiting. It was a case of hopeless and infatu- 
ated love at first aight, l&: the girl was 
remarkably beautiful and the mission she war 
engaged in fully revealed her natural dis- 
position, 
The young man went to Capt, Molineaux 
and told him he would resign his curacy if 
he would give him the hand of his daughter. 
The fury of the old gentleman knew no 
bounds; but notwithstanding his opposi 
tion, the lovers continued tomeet, and finally, 
to end it, the Molineaux family moved away

EMPRESS VIOTORIA AND THE GER-

to whom all hearts are turned in the hour

{Vo were'ourselvoa, once upon a time, ex 
ceedingly unkind to the Prince Consort, and 
we ought to remember this when we criticise 
our neignbors? Had the positions been re- 
versed and he survived the Queen, I cannot 
think hia lot would liave been atall a happy 
onein England. Two things are singular in 
the realor supposed unpopularity of the Em- 
press—tirst that she should be upbraided for 
being too English, whereas the most Teutonic 
of princesses could scarcely be more entirely 
German in blood, She has had, we may say, 
in her genealogy three English-born and Eng- 
lish-feeling ancestors; her great-grandfather, 
George 111, (the first of our Hanoverian 
Kings who had the least pretension to be 
Unglish), her grandfather, the Duke of Kent, 
the son of a German mother ; the Queen, the 
daughter of a German mother ; while the 
Empress herself ia the daughter of a Ger- 
man father, It would be difficult to find 
an affiliation less mixed. Her Imperial Ma- 
jesty has spoken German from her cradle ; 
she has been surrounded by German servants 
and governesses, On our side, were it not 
for the present complete pcpularity and 
warm and general sentiment of home regard 
and possession which the Koyal family enjoy 
among us, it might easily be that we should 
upbraid the House of Guelph with being too 
German. Granting the royal necessity for 
a foreign consort, which it seems impossible 
to surmount, no less foreign consort than 
the Empress is could have been imagined. 
To be sure, that has been no less a necessity 
in Germany than anywhere else in the 
world. German princesses have alwayr 
abounded for all the purposes of the state. 
Still a princess of Great Britain and Ireland 
(not to say a Princess Royal) differs in some 
degree from a Mecklenburg or a Hesse, 
Then there is the cdious insinuation that 
the Empress has introduced a strain of un- 
healthiness among the robust Hohenzollerns.

Raemepy For Arrre Tree Borers, 


The entomologist of the Ohio experiment 
station advises one and the same remedy for

No positive remedy is known, but 
it is a common belief among gardeners that 
when the maggot becomes troublesome it is 
a good plan to change the land, which other. 
wise would not be done, for, unlike cabbage 
and many other crops, onions thrive well 
year after year on the same land. 

Itis always bad policy to crop bearing 
orchards, and one reason tor this is that it 
generally prevents their pasturing by pigs, 
which are the best scavengers for destroying 
wormy-fruit, withits contents. The apples 
in our markets would be fairer if pigs had 
the rage of apple orchards, and the pigs 
themeelves would be more healthful food. 
If not aeudeds pigs will give an orchard all 
the ploughing it needs, with no danger or 
injury to tree roots, 

A careful examination of the corn fie!d at 
various times has convinced Superintendent 
Graham, of the Kansas Agricultural College, 
that the burning of corn-stalks and weeds to 
kill chinch Pes is a waste of time, 
as do not hide in the fodder, the corn- 
stubs or the weeds, but do hide very close 
to the roots of the grass. Burning the graas 
does not destroy many of them, because the 
grass is damp near the surface of the ground 
and the fire does not reach them. The

WORK OF ARAB SLAVERS. 


Many Wretched Africans are now Heing 
Led Into Captivity. 


A gust of wind the other day upset an 
Arab slave dhow, and 100 hapless wretches 
who were sailing to slavery in Arabia were 
drowned in sight of the English cruiser 
which was on the way to rescue them, In 
the same week another slaver was captured 
after a hard fight, in which a number of the 
forty elaves on board received bullets intend- 
ed for their captors. That the export slave 
trade on the East African coast is still active 
is attested by the fact that in two years 
nearly fifty of these slave dhows have been 
captured ; yet the punishment inflicted upon 
the guilty slave-stealers does not deter others 
from engaging in the perilous but profitable 
business. 

Recent facts collected by the agents of the 
Anti-Slavery Society of England show that 
slaves were never cheaper in'Arabia nor more 
numerous than at present. There has been 
a great revival of the slave trade in the 
Soudan, and the followers of tl e Mahdi have 
sent many hundred of their cr ptives to the 
coast to be despatched across the Red Sea in 
the night to markets in Arabia, Even the 
daughters of wealthy Khartoum merchants 
have been consigned to thia terrible fate, 
The markets for which the dhows ship their 
loads of bondsmen at many an unfrequented 
point along the coasts of the Red sea and 
the Indian ocean are mainly in Arabin and 
Turkey. The present Khedive of Egypt, 
who owns no slaves, and who pays wages to 
the bondemen whom his father left behind 
him, is apparently powerless to prevent slave 
shipments from parts of his western coast, 
which a few years ago he ordered kept clear 
of slavere,

Many of Them Taken from Places—Others 
from Occupations and Personal Traits. 


Not only countries but counties and towns 
were a fruitfal source of surnames, writes 
| Prof. N. .H. Egleston. John from Cornwall 
become John Cornwall or Cornish, Richard 
|who lived near a piece of woodland was 
jspoken of as Richard at or near the wood, 
originating the surname Atwood, or John 
living near a hill became John Hill. So 
with Underhill, Atwell, etc. John living 
near a clump of oake was John atten oaks, 
abbreviated into Noakes ; or William who 
had pitched his tent or cabin near a notable 
ash tree was known as William at the ash 
or William atten ash, which easily drifted 
into Nash. So, too, Thomas who lived near 
a small stream (or in Anglo Saxon a becket) 
was Thomas at the becket, and thus was 
named the martyr Thomas a Becket.

When stock is turned on the pasture and 
there left all day, the water supply must be 
looked after, A milch cow must have plen- 
ty of water. She can not wait until she is 
driven up at night. The water is a necessa 
sary constituent of the milk, and she must 
have it during the time the milk is being 
manufactured, If deprived of water during 
he warm days her supply of milk will fall 
off. 


Excepting the material of which the cheese 
is made, there is no ingredient of so much 
importance in cheese-making as rennet. No 
matter how excellent the milk may be, if the 
rennet is not right, excellence in the produc- 
tion of cheese cannot be obtained. Much of 
the poor cheese is the result of poor rennet, 
and much cheese made poor by the bad hand- 
ling of the milk, or from other causes, is 
made worse by poor rennet, 

Oil, says the American Agriculturist, is 
fatal to every insect it touches, and sulphur 
is very offensive to them. A mixture of 
four ounces of lard, and one of sulphur, well 
rubbed together, and with the addition of 
one ounce of kerasene oil and one drachm of 
creosote, will be found an excellent remedy 

‘ainst all sorts of insect vermin, while the 
Tiberal use of kerosene oil on poultry roosts 
will free the fowls of their tormentors, 

It tcoms strange to me why the various 
top-knotted breeds of fowls are everlast- 
ingly recommended for the farmer; now 
common sense shows that hawks pick ’em 
up as fast as they digest each meal, The 

Leghorn is the all-around farm fowl, 
active and healthy each day of the year;

A Perpetual Railroad Pass. 


A most singular case came before Judge 
Allen of the Supreme Court, Boston, for 
decision, It appears that in 1836, when the 
Boston and Rrovidence Railroad Company 
was chartered, Mr, John C, Dodge, of Attle- 
Bexouge, conveyed a portion of his land in 
consideration that he and his family should 
ride free over the railroad as long as the land 
was used for railroad purposes, A grand- 
daughter of Mr. Dodge claims that she is 
entitled to the privileges named in the 
deed, and that the word family meant 
“descendants” of the grantor, The railroad 
company demurred on the ground that the 
remedy of the plaintiff, if any, is at law, 
and not in equity. Judge Alien overruled 
the demurrer, and expressed an opinion that 
under the deed the Boston and Providence 
Railroad Company would be required to 
carry free the descendants of Mr. Dodge for 
all time,

That Doctor Schultz should become Lieu- 
tienant Governor of Manitoba will seem to 
many people like a good ending to a sort of 
romance.

and formed his Provisional Government, 
Doctor Schultz, like other Canadian resi 
dents in the North-West, was very indig- 
nant. Having iby force of character ac 
poe rominence and influence in the 

orth-West, Doctor Schultz became at once 
a natural leader of the Canadian party 
which opposed |Riel. With Sir Donald 
Smith and many others Doctor Schultz was 
imprisoned by the half-breed leaderin 1869 
then released for a short time, and again 
imprisoned early in 1870. Doctor Schultz 
was confined in a room by himself, and it 
was feared that it was the intention of 
Riel to put him to death. He determined 
to escape, afd in this he was aided by his 
noble and devoted wife who had managed 
to keep up communication with the prison- 
ere from without the walls of Fort Garry. 
She made preparations outside the fort, 
and Dr Schultz, with a gimlet and knife 
managed to open the windows of his prison 
house, let himself down by strips cut from 
a buffalo robe, and under cover of a blizzard 
scaled the walls of the fort. Outside were 
the horse and cutter arranged for by his 
wite, and a few hours later he had reached 
the Scotch settlement of Kildonan and was 
in safety. Ali through the, subsequent 
troubles Doctor Schultz took a leading part, 
but he was hampered by Riel’s evident 
determination to destroy his life on the first 
opportunity. At!last, after the murder of 
Scott, in order to secure his own safety, he 
walked on snowshoes in the middle of 
winter from Fort Garry to Duluth, about 
five hundred miles, Had he not possessed 
& magnificent physique such a feat would 
have been impossible. He was appointed 
a member of the council for the North. West 
Territoriesin 1872, In 1871 he was return- 
ed by Lisgar to the Dominion Parliament, 
and was re-elected at succeeding general 
elections, In 1882 he was appointed a Sen- 
ator. He had been prominently connected 
with many railway and \and company cor- 
porations, and with North-West offairs 
generally,

“What is your opinion upon the subject 
2 was asked of the electri- 
* Candidly, in nine cases out of ten,” 
he replied, ‘* I think they are humbugs, I 
believe itis a fact that more barns ore 
struck and burned that have lightuing rode 
on than with them off. In the first place, 
itis best to keep electricity as far awa: 
from a building as peasible. The object of 
the lightning-rod is to attract it, The rod 
is supposed to act as a conductor of the 
electrical current to the earth, but instead 
of being carried off, the current, in conse- 
quence of faulty construction of the rod or 
attachments, is frequently switched into the 
building. The end of the wire is supposed 
to be buried in moist earth, the moisture 
acting as a good conductor. Without strict 
attention the iron becomes oxidized and 
rusts off, and then the rod is worse than 
nothing. It is a positive danger under 
such circumstances, attracting the electri 
city of the atmosphere and having no ade- 
quate outlet for it. Then, again, the same 
danger arises when the insulators upon the 
sides of the building become defective. 
The lightning is attracted from the atmoa- 
here, where it might have remained but 
or the rod, and it is turned loose against 
the building on its way to the earth. If, 
for instance, the attachments on a barn are 
Pook or worm out the current may be de- 
flected and set fire to the building. This 
ig no uncommon occurrence. When the 
‘ound contract is good and the lightning 
is about to strike a building a rod may be 
of use, but I think the rods do more harm 
than gocd. There was a time when farmers 
werescared into rodding their barns and 
peep but I think they are getting over 
at.”

An Unexplored Uorner in Brazil. 


It is astonishing to learn that, within 250 
miles of the fair city of Rio Janeiro, with its 
fine buildings and its railways radiating in 
many directions, there exist hundreds of 
hundreds of cannibals They frequent the 
valley of the Rio Doce and the adjacent terri- 
tory, and in spite of missionary and trader 
still wander about in gurbless simplicity. 
This we learn from a paper read before 
the Royal Geographical Society by Mr. John 
Stearns, who, in 1885, undertook a journey of 
exploration through this region, 1t does not 
appear that the propensity to cannibalism 
is very strong at present, for Mr. Stearns 
passed s month among a branch of the 
Botocudos and he saw nothing of it. These 
people seem to be as little hampered by 
conventionalism as any in the world, They 
go stark naked, they sleep when they like, 
hunt, fish, sing, and dance just when they feel 
inclined, and eat when they can, They 
are allowed to have as many wives as they 
choose, but like more civilised people, one 
wife and family is generally as many asa 
man can keep. They have no religious 
ceremonies or sacrifices, and the only time that 
the supernatural comes home to them is 
during a thunderstorm, when the bravest 
throw firebrands into the air to ap 
pease the wrath ot the Great Spirit, The 
valley of the Rio Doce lies just above Santa 
Cruz, and appears to have been almost en- 
tirely neglected by settlers. This is to be 
accounted for by the fact that bhe river is 
entirely useless for navigation on account of 
the groat number of rapids and falls ia it, 
and that the country is one dense forest in 
which fierce Indians used to range. Of late 
years the extermination of game has greatly 
reduced the strength of some of the tribes, 
and there now seems not to be any great 
danger to be feared from them, although it 
is certain that settlera would have to defend 
themselves against occasional raids, and 
sometimes to excoute reprisals, The chief 
product of the country is timber , articularly 
rosewood, which is of considerable value. 
Mr Streams spent eight months in his trip, 
and thoroughly explored the river with some 
of ite tributaries, and his observations he 
has compiled a map which adds greatly to 
our knowledge of this region, He undertook 
the work entirely at his own epxense, and

To show how some of the circumstances 
here mentioned goto détermine the course 
of a vessel, Jet us compare the route from 
New York to the equator, on a voyage, say, 
to Rio Janeiro, with the course it makes on 
the return trip this side of the line. 

As the route is laid down on the charts, 
the outward bound craft strikes straight 
across the Gult Stream, steering a little 
south of east so as to make about three de- 
grees of latitude to twelve of longitude, It 
then describes a wide curve, crossing the 
thirtieth parallel of latitude at the |ouee 
fifth meridian west, The curve continues to 
approach the meridian so that the twentieth 
paralled is crossed at the thirty-seventh 
meridian ; the tenth parallel is crossed at the 
thirty-third meridian, and the equator is 
reached at the thirty-second meridian, 

Tt will be seen that in the latter part 
of this course the vessel is running nearly 
due sovth, The object of keeping so far 
out into mid-ocean after passing the Gulf 
Stream is to take advantage of the North 
East trade winds which are entered at about 
the twenty-third parallel, and which extend 
nearly to the equator, 

On its return trip the vessel comes across 
the equator about five degrees farther west 
than where it crossed when going down; 
thatis, at about the thirty. seventh meridian, 
the course it holds is straight, and almost 
directly for the entrance to Chesapeake 
Bay.

The Valuable Oocoanut Tree, 
LD A full-grown cocoanut tree will mature 
from Baty to one hundred nuts annually,” 
said » Washington market dealer. Tn 
nealty, the cocoanut tree is one of the most 
valuable trees in the world, nearly every 
part of it being useful to man. Tho natives 
eat the young roots and also weave them 
into baskets. The tender leaves are cooked 
like cabbage and the old leaves are made 
into cloth, hats, , baskets, fans, lanterns 
etc. It is also used for bedding, for thatch. 
ing roofs, for opel nets, even for writing 
paper, The magnificent trunk of the tree 
furnishes canoes, house-posts, and fences, 
The ribs of the leaves are so strong that 
they make excellent paddles for boats, ar- 
rows, combs, torches, and no end of other 
‘useful things. When the wood is burned it 
makea the best potash for soap. By a pecu- 
liar process of fermentation, good’ vineyar 
can be obtained from it, and also a fair kind

Wash and stone the fruit; make a light 
pastowith a quart of flour, half a cup of 
lard and butter mixed, and a saltspoonful 
of salt well rubbed together, Two heaping 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder should have 
been sifted through the flour, and when the 
butter is well rubbed in stir in two cups of 
milk, handling as little as may be now. 
Roll out about a quarter of an inch thick, 
and forthe bottom round use the top of a 
quartypail for a cutter; spread this with 
trnitleaving » margin ot half an inch all 
round; sprinkle the fruit with sugar, and 
roll outa second sheet an inch less in dia- 
meter than the first; spread witht fruit and 
sugar and cover with a smaller round; so 
continuing until the top round is no larger 
in digmeter than an ordinary dinner glass.

The grazing country of the North-West 
extends from 20 miles north of Calgary to 
the United States boundary, Corn can not 
be grown here as the summers are too frosty, 
but it is ideally adapted for dairy and stock 
purposes, while the rolling foot hills form a 
perfect breeding and training ground for 
horses, the roughness developing muscle, 
the gravel and stone hardening the hoofs,

A Troublesome Language ist Japanese. 


When first the Japanese learned from 
the Chinese the use of letters they, with 
characteristic ingenuity, adopted contracted 
forms of 47 Chinese characters to represent 
the syllables of their language, and at the

Old Ships. 


A halo of glory surrounds England's old 
war-ships, butit is far otherwise with the 
vessels of the mercantile marine, The aver- 
age life of a merchant shipis from 10 to 15 
years, Many survive but afew ycars; a 
few live toa painful old age. No matter 
how favorable the auspices may be when the 
merchant vessel glides down the ways her 
hardships increase with old age and her end 
is pitiable. Her early days are passed 
under sunny skies, den with fragrant 
teas and shimmering silks from far Cathay, 
she scuds before the gale or climbs the hill 
of impeding waters. Age grows on her 
apace and she is sold at last to the Nor 
wegians, those buyers of unseaworthy Brit 
ish ships. Then she may be seen struggling 
along with a cargo of timber, which alone she 
is fit to carry. The Betsy Caius brought 
over William of Orange to Britain in 1658, 
and was cast away in 1827—139 years later. 
his historical ehip that helped to change a 

ynasty was over 120 years old when she 
ceased her combat with the wind and waves, 
The Brothers, a wooden brig built at Mary- 
port in 1786, is even now plowing the waters 
of the North Sea. We noticed a good modelof 
herin South Kensington Museum Sheisone 
of those box-like craft that sailorssay are built 
by the mile and cut off as they are wanted. 
The Robert, a wooden barkentine built at 
Barnstaple just 10 years after her Majesty's 
ship Victory, is in activeservice, The True 
love of London, an American-built bark- 
of 1764, would appear to be the oldest 
trader in the country, or indeed in the 
world.

No one who reads our English literature 
of a hundred years ago or more can fail to 
see that the writers of that age cared nothing 
for thégrandeur of themountainacenery They 
speak of mountains as horrid, gloomy, for- 
bidding. If any scenery appealed to them 
He was the most artificial terrace and tamest 
awn, 

There was little sympathetic study of na- 
ture then underany form. Angling for trout 
and the fox-hunt were the only pursuits that 
could suggest the eager search for rocks and 
plants and bugs, that is now carried on in 
the fields and woods, This newly awaken- 
ed taste for out-of.door study, and this cur- 
ious observation of nature is reflected in the 
literature of the time, and is often com- 
mented upon by writers, 

In his recent life of Gouverneur Morris, 
Mr. Roosevelt takes occasion to say, ‘ It 
must be remembered that the admiration of 
mountain scenery is, to the shame of our 
forefathers be it said, almost a grcwth of the 
present century.” 

As a companion piece to this statement of 
an American writer, may be taken what- 
Mr, Davies, an Englishman, says of his ex 
perience in Holland, 

‘* We were disappointed at the scarcity of 
birds of any kind either upon the Zuyder 
Zee or in the country generally ; and here it 
aay be mentioned that we did not meet with 
a single person of natural history tastes.

USES OF EGGS. 

The food contained in the egg has nearly 
all the elements necessary for the support 
of man. Eggsare admirably proportioned, 
they are palatable, they are concentrated 
and portable. ‘The French masters of the 
culinary art. claim that eggs can be pre- 
pared in more than five hundred different 
methods. Eggs contain phosphorus and 
sulphur. They are an excellent nutriment 
for children. The white of an egg is an 
antidote for the poison of corrosive subli- 
mate, and from the yolk the Russians ex- 
tract oil which has a wonderful repute for 
the cure of bruives and cuts. In France, 
in the clarifying of wine, some seven mill- 
ion dozens of eggs are used in a year, and 
in calico printing and dressing léather for 
gloves more than three million dozens. 
Biggs which have survived their usefulness, 
and which indeed may be called decayed 
and thoroughly spoiled, and which once 
were dumped with city refuse, are now 
gathered and made use of by the manufac- 
turers of Morocco leather. Perhaps the 
most profitable use to which the egg can 
be put is to raise a chicken therefrom, in 
time for the early spring season when 
“broilers” bear a higher price in the mark- 
et than almost anything else. From the 
egg, through all the processes to which 
the chicken may pass, at every point there 
will be found profit for the farm, wita 
careful and intelligent manazement.—A- 
merican Agriculturist for August,

HOW TO COOL A CELLAR. 


A great mistake, says Medical Classics, is 
sometimes made in ventilating cellars and 
milk houses. The object of ventilation ia 
to keep the cellars cool and dry, but this 
object often fails of being accomplished by 
a common mistake, and inatead the cellar 
is made both warm and damp. A cool 
place should never be ventilated, unless the 
air] admitted iz cooler than the air within, 
or is at least as cool as that, or a very 
little warmer. The warmer the air, the 
more moisture. it holds in suspension. 
Necessarily, the cooler the air, the more 
this moisture is condensed aud precipitated. 
When a cool cellar is aired on a Warm day, 
the entering air being in motion appears 
cool, but asit fills the cellar, the cooler air 
with which it becomes mixed chills it, the 
moisture is condensed, and dew is deposited 
on the cold walls, and may often be seen 
running down them in streams, Then the 
cellar is damp and soon becomes mouldy. 
To avoid this, the windows should only be 
opened at night, and Jate—the last thing 
before retiring. There is no need to fear 
that the night sir is unhealthy; it is as 
pure as the air of midday, and is really 
drier, The cool air enters the apartment 
during the night and circulates through it. 
The windows should be closed before sun- 
rise in the morning, and kept closed and 
shaded through the day, If the air of the

married before he has reached the age of 18 
years and a girl must be 14 in order to enter 
the connubial state. The expenditure upon 
marriages may be as small as the head of the 
family desires to make it, but it must not 
exceed one-fourth in certain cases nor two- 
thirds in others of the annual income of the 
family. 

Within recent years instances have oc 
curred in Rajpootana in which chiefs have 
spent the income of a year and a half upon 
“tyag” alone; that is to say, in gifts to 
mendicants, bards, minstrels, jugglers and 
others, whom custom brings together on the 
occasion of a marriage celebration. This 
profusion of gratuities is in addition to the 
marriage expenditure proper. Of course, a 
reform of this kind cannot i place without 
an economic change of considerable import- 
ance. Bad times are evidently in store for 
the bards and other hangers-on of Hiadoo 
weddings, and many of them will have to 
change. their occupation. Oa the other 
hand, the industrious cultivator will no 
longer be obliged to mortgage his land and 
his stock to pay the heavy interest to 
the money-lender in order to comply with a 
vicious and ruinous custom.

They formed themselves into a 
group, taking positions like those in a com- 
mon quadrille, the musican(?) in the centre, 
andthe dancing commenced, They were 
all below the age of 20, splendidly formed 
and arrayed in long flowing robes of high 
colors. All wore around their arms and 
lower limbs one-fourth inch thick silver and 
brass rings, not less than eight on each leg. 
causing the movements of their bodies to 
be accompanied by tinkling sounds as if it 
were a sleighing party. They performed 
an allegorical representation of a Hindoo 
courtship and subsequent marriage with all 
the incidents and accidents customary 
among people wounded by Cupid's dart. 

The serpent-like elasticity of body which 
allows these women to float, as it seems, 
across the floor, and the graceful abandon 
with which they enter the pantomimic de- 
lineation of the play they are performing 
must be seen tobe appreciated, and language 
appears coldin a description. One of them 
wore around her neck a rosary, and as it is 
supposed the women of this class are devoid 
of ailthe pure attributes that distinguish 
the gentler sex in all portions of the globe, 
to a greater or lesser degree, it caused won- 
derment among the foreign spectators and 
investigation became necessary.
